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EASTER MESSAGE 


BISHOP J. O. PATTERSON, SR 


In Memphis, Tennessee as all 
over the world, April 3, 1988 was 
Easter Sunday. Bishop J. O. 
Patterson, Sr., was doing what 
every religious leader was doing; 
Bishop Patterson was telling the 
story of Jesus. Easter Sunday 
was sunny and warm and all 
over Memphis churches were 
filled to capacity. Bishop 
Patterson stood facing the 
beautifully adorned 
congregation at Pentecostal 
Temple. 


All the saints would have been 
blessed to have heard his 
message but circumstances 
made that impossible. The 
Whole Truth is pleased to share 
some message reflections 
through its pages. Bishop’s 
subject, “Easter’s 
Encouragement” was a 
powerful presentation of 
pentecostal preaching. He 
selected Matthew’s resurrection 
story as his text. He developed 
two Scriptures, Matthew 28:5-6, 
which read as follows, “And the 
angel answered and said unto 
the women, Fear not ye; for I 
know that ye seek Jesus, which 
was crucified. He is not here: for 
he is risen, as he said. Come, see 
the place where he lay.”’ Bishop 
reflected how encouraging these 
words must have _ been. 
Especially, during times like 
that! 


Bishop opened his message by 
stating the necessity of being 
encouraged. 


Great words of encouragement 
were much needed during that 
time of Jesus’ death and great 
shock. The disciples and the 
followers of Jesus needed to hear 
the good news. How often do 
people in every walk of life need 
a good word of encouragement 
from time to time? There once 
was a gentleman, who sent. out 
twenty congratuatory telegrams 
to different people. Initially, he 
did it as a stunt. To his surprise 
the recipients replied with notes 
of appreciation. Though these 
people did nothing for which to 
be congratulated, they were 
happy for the recognition. It’s 
just good for people to appreciate 
one another. Jesus inquired of 
the disciples, ‘““whom do people 
say I am?” Peter’s response 
about Him being the Christ, 
delighted Jesus. So much was 
Jesus delighted, He informed 
Peter that truth was the rock 
upon which His church would 
be built. 


Christ came to this world with 
a mission. For His efforts He was 
crucified. The good news then 
and likewise today is that He is 
risen. Therefore, this day the 
saints worship a risen Lord and 
Savior. The resurrection of Jesus 


was a statement of faith. Jesus 
provided the essential evidence 
that their trust and faith was not 
misplaced. Resurrection was the 
consummate act and the 
promise coming to fruition. It is 
equally important that we 
continue to trust and have faith 
that He will raise the dead, heal 
the sick, etc. Yes it seemed when 
their faith crumbled Jesus came 
forth in the resurrection. The 
resurrection changed them 
because Jesus kept this word. 
Seeing Jesus alive proved their 
faith in Him. Romans 1:4 further 
clarifies the truth about Jesus, 
“And declared to be the Son of 
God with power, according to the 
spirit of holiness, by the 
resurrection from the dead.” 


One should likewise’ be 
encouraged to remain at peace. 
No matter what happens don’t 
get angry with God. God is good. 
Trusting God is important for 
the Christian’s well being. 
Through it all one must trust 
and believe. If I were a derelict 
is my personal testimony, “I 
would say what a friend we have 
in Jesus.” The Lord has not 
forsaken us. God will breathe 
upon a soul gripped by dispair. 
When those same disciples were 
afraid, Jesus appeared to them 
without aid of doors, windows, 
etc., and comforted them. He 
breathe upon them. He told them 
to receive the Holy Ghost. What 
encouragement! 


Ironically, Good Friday, April 3, 
1865, President Abraham 
Lincoln was shot in Washington, 
D. C. He lay dying until the next 


morning. As he_ expired, 
Secretary of War Edwin Stanton 
commented, “Now he belongs to 
the ages.” Well, not so with 
Jesus. It was not His dying, 
rather His resurrection that is 
our witness. Jesus who was dead 
rose from the grave. He rose with 
all power and two bunches of 
keys in His hands. He had the 
keys to death and hell. Since that 
day, the saints have been 
announcing He belongs to the 
ages. Jesus is ours and we all 
belong to Him. He is family and 
the great Care Giver. 


Easter’s Encouragement is also 
a witness that life does not end 
with the grave. One reason for 
such despair among the disciples 
upon Jesus’ death was their 
concern for the earthly kingdom. 
They were sorrowing about His 
death but there is something 
beyond the grave. William 
Thackery a novelist wrote a 
story about a man, who at the 
point of death was heard 
speaking latin for “I’m present.” 
God was calling the heavenly 
roll and He was replying as He 
often did as a lad in school, “I’m 
present.” Yes, there is a greater 
glory saint toward. 


Saints when the roll is called up 
yonder I'll be there. Resurrection 
is our hope and reality. Finally, 
tomorrow shall be better than 
today. Consider the thief on the 
cross. His pronouncement 
moved Jesus to receive him in 
glory. He went from dying on a 
cross with Jesus into paradise. 
Can you imagine him entering 
paradise with Jesus. Someone 
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did not know him and others 
possibly stated he was a thief. 
That was before he met Jesus. 
Jesus will also grant us paradise 
on earth. The word says the 
saints will sit together in 
heavenly places. 


In conclusion, the story about 
the old doctor who labored 
among the poor in the hills of 
Kentucky is vital. He worked 
and lived among those who had 
little. The people paid him by 
signing notes. Years, he 
provided care and medicine for 
the poor. A serious flu epidemic 
devastated the area. The 
doctor’s health broke and he 
died. However, before he died, he 
took a pen in his hand and wrote 
“paid in full,” on every bill. The 
people buried him and took the 
sign from his second story 
doctor’s office and placed it upon 
a marker of stones. The sign 
read, ‘““The Doctor is upstairs.” 
Well, Jesus did more. The bills 
of every person He paid in full 
with His blood. He and He alone 
could do this and through His 
blood we all are made free. It is 
this hope and reality which is 
Easter’s Encouragement. On 
today someone can make the 
proper choice and give your life 
to Jesus. It would be wonderful, 
that ten years from now 
someone would say that Easter 
Sunday I came to Jesus.

MASON TEMPLE 
20 YEARS LATER 
AFTER 
DR. MARTIN LUTHER KING 


Sunday night, April 3, 1988 was 
the 20th anniversary of the 
famous and last speech of Rev. 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. The 
speech, “I’ve Been to the 
Mountaintop” is considered 
both legendary and prophetic. 
The speech was delivered in 
Mason Temple the night before 
Dr. King was assassinated by 
James Earl Ray. For those of us 
in the Church of God in Christ, 
the speech has an extra special 
significance, the fact it was 
delivered from Mason Temple’s 
pulpit is relevant. 


Dr. King came to Memphis in 
support of the sanitation 
workers labor strike. He, Rev. 
Ralph David Abernathy and 
current presidential candidate, 
Rev. Jesse L. Jackson were in 
Memphis giving the workers 
support. The sanitation workers 
labored long hard hours for pay 
so low, they still qualified for 
welfare. 1968 was an extremely 
bad time for race relations in 
Memphis and the power struggle 
was unyielding. Dr. King was 
aware of this problem but came 
anyway. History records that 
after his assassination many yet 
resisted a just settlement tu the 
labor strike. His death did force 
city fathers to negotiate in good 
faith and striking workers were 
able to make a decent wage. 


Now 20 years later on a beautiful 
Easter night, Mason Temple 
was less charged and less 
crowded. The commitment was 
still in the hearts of the crowd. 
More than a 1,000 people heard 
speaker after speaker remember 
Dr. King. Among the speakers 
was King’s Son, Martin Luther 


King, III, a resident of Atlanta 
and Fulton County 
Commissioner. He recounted the 
chain of events which shocked 
the world and changed his young 
life. He is quite a man and an 
accomplished speaker. Many of 
the same people who attended 
the April 3rd, 1968 meeting were 
in the building and spoke 
likewise. Everyone spoke of their 
love for Martin the man. 


The audience heard several 
heart felt tributes to King. The 
Rev. Benjamin Hooks, Rev. 
Joseph Lowery and Rev. Ralph 
D. Abernathy spoke about King 
in different ways. Abernathy 
reflected, “I will ever believe 
that people in high places were 
responsible for the tragic 
assassination of Martin Luther 
King. I believe it was a 
conspiracy that took his life. I 
believe that with all my heart 
and all my soul. But they labored 
under the false illusion that if 
you killed King you could kill the 
dream.” 


Mason Temple is the chief 
religious shrine of the Church of 
God in Christ. Our founders 
body is entombed there. Still, 
many people are unaware that 
Dr. King spoke there because our 
building could hold the crowd. 


It seems King’s words still echo 
in that holy place. He was only 
39 when he reflected, “Like 
anybody, I would like a long 
life.” The very next day, while 
standing on the balcony of the 
Lorraine Motel, the assassin 
took his magnificent life.

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THE JUDAS SYNDROME 


As often as we pause to reflect 
upon the events that led to 
Calvary, there is one in 
particular to which we fail to 
allot ample time and 
consideration; that is the 
betrayal of our Lord by Judas 
Iscariot. When we consider 
Judas’ motive for such a 
dastardly act, and the paltry 
sum of money he received, we 
can immediately dispel the 
notion that it was by any means 
mercenary. Rather, he allowed 
his heart to become polluted. It 
would be hard to imagine Judas’ 
consternation when Jesus issued 
that searing indictment in 
reponse to Judas’ question. 
While this particular incident 
offers a maze of perplexity, it 
also carries a solemn warning 
plus instructions and directives 
for destiny. We say that we 
would never betray our precious 
Lord, but we in fact do. When 
we deny His claims, we betray 
Him; when we fail to give God 
our best, we betray Him; when 
we hold back our gifts and 
offerings, we betray Him. When 
we become cynical, unforgiving, 
thankless, and unsympathetic, 
we are guilty of betrayal. When 
Jesus chose Judas to be a part 
of that cadre of disciples, He 
knew the heart and character of 


this man. It is a sad and 
lamentable fact that hovers over 
our conscience and dogs our 
mundane pilgrimage; that is 
that we are like Judas, being 
totally unaware that the Lord 
knows. In spite of all that has 
transpired since that betrayal, 
men and women everywhere are 
yet devising methods and 
gathering thorns to afflict and 
betray our Lord. When we 
consider the 55th Psalm of David 
(vss. 12-14). Leasks Is this 
dehortation directed only to the 
Israelites, or is the psalmist 
speaking to 20th Century 
Christians as well? 


WISCONSIN’S 
CHAPLAIN IS UNIQUE 


On June 22, 1987, Jerry North 
became the first Black ex- 
offender to serve as chaplain in 
the adult prison system in 
Wisconsin. As pastor to more 
than 300 Christians at the 
prison, and chaplain to almost 
a thousand inmates there, 
Pastor North will be responsible 
for worship and religious 
ceremonies for those he pastors 
and for the spiritual and 
emotional needs of the entire 
population. 


He brings to his ministry a 
unique set of qualifications: 


North 34, studied at the 
University of Wisconsin-Green 
Bay, Milwaukee Area Technical 
College, Marine Park Technical 
Institute, C. H. Mason Bible 
College, Emmanuel Church of 
God in Christ, Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. 


North says the road which led 
to his current position was 
anything but straight. What 
happened in life, he believes, 
qualified and enabled him to be 
especially effective. 


At age 15, being part of the 
children of the sixties, he was 
militant, addicted to drugs, and 
had many other vices. If he 
couldn’t have what he desired, 
he took it. Consequently, he 
ended up in prison. 


The prison sentence set the 
stage for his next experience. 
While at Waupun prison, North 
attended a chapel service. The 
evangelist in his call to 
discipleship anointed each 
person. He vowed to God if He 
would give him a double portion 
and release him from prison, he 
would serve him. 


Soon after this experience, 
North was released, in a 


sequence of events he describes 
as a miracle. In 1979, he began 
the service he promised God. 
With encouragement from 
Pastor ~ John Barton) vof 
Philadelphia Church of God in 
Christ, he began to coordinate a 
prison ministry, which the 
church supported. He began 
Friday evening Bible classes at 
the House of Correction and 
Saturday evening classes at 
Kettle Moraine. He also served 
as an escort for residents of 
halfway houses to attend 
services. The Philadelphia 
church renovated the upstairs 
church building to provide 
temporary, free living quarters 
for new releases. North sought 
assistance for those who used 
the facilities and for those 
Christians released from prison. 


In 1984, North was ordained a 
minister and expanded the work 
he had begun. He wholly 
committed his life to God. 
Dedicated, consecrated, he had 
a desire to go back into the 
institution to let his former 
inmates know that God was real; 
what He did for him, He would 
do for others, if they excepted 
Jesus as their all and all. 


One of his friends, a chaplain at 
Green Bay Correctional 
Institution, called and suggested 
to North that he apply for a 
chaplain position that was 
posted. North had _ this 
assurance: God _ promised 
whatever he ask believing, in the 
name of Jesus He would do, so 
he applied. On June 7, 1987, 
Pentecost Sunday, North 
received a call from Kenneth 
Sondelle, Superintendent of Rx 
Treatment at Waupun, offering 
him the position. 


North was ready to accept. As 
chaplain reflected, if I can 
present enough Godly influence, 


maybe some will become positive 
about change in their lives so 
that eventually they will return 
to their communities as 
productive people, and with 
more understanding of what and 
who Jesus is all about.”

The preparation for the 


implementation of a church 
library at Pentecostal Temple 
COGIC, “The Mother Church,” 
pastored by the denomination’s 
Presiding Bishop, Bishop J. O. 
Patterson, Sr., was brought to 
fulfillment in 1983, by a library 
committee organized for the sole 
purpose of bringing to the 
church community a needed 
vehicle for reading, studying and 
religious purposes. The initial 
statement of purpose from the 
Pentecostal Temple Library 
Committee stated that the 
Church Library of Pentecostal 
Temple COGIC under the 
auspices of the department of 
Christian Education was 
organized to help individuals 
develop a deeper understanding 
of the faith and their potential 
as teachers of God and workers

The fellowship and 
work was a blessing to all. 
Bishop Lindsey is a firm believer 
of orthodox holiness but is 
equally concerned that all his 
pastors progress in skill. Proper 
management of people and 
resources are just as meaningful 
as a building fund rally or 
spiritual growth program. 
Bishop’s other desire was to 
promote the advancement of 
New Calvary Temple auxiliary 
Support in the performance of 
the overall local church 
ministries. This is why Dr. Hall 
was brought in to conduct the 
workshop. 


Dr. Hall has conducted the 
workshop before and did a 
tangible job of sharing 
knowledge with New Calvary 
Temple. He was careful to 
address both the administrative 
and management aspects of local 
church work. His blending of 
biblical reference and training 
abilities made the handout 
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in His Kingdom to provide and 
support the mission of the 
church, to understand its 
teachings, preaching and 
evangelistic efforts. 


Initially, the library committee 
guided the development of the 
library and established policies 
for its operation. The library 
committee included 
representatives from all the 
groups in the church that the 
library was to serve, i. e..., the 
Sunday School, the Training 
Union, various Bible classes, 
etc., and the church 
membership. Also the library 
committee established the scope 
of services offered, means of 
support in the way of funding, 
the location, furnishing and 
equipment, the development of 
the collection of materials and 
its organization for use. The 
library committee in various 
meetings decided that material 
used for the library should 
embrace the following subject 
areas and topics: theology, 
ethics, Christian and church 
policy, our denominational 
manuals, homiletics, 
preparations for ministers, 
marriage and the family, 
religious music, books and 
material for juveniles, 
philosophy, psychology and 
books on other religions and 
denominations. The Director of 
Christian Education suggested 
that Sunday morning service 
announcements were needed to 
let the church membership 
know the methods they may use 
to donate books and material in 
helping to develop the church 
library. This writer volunteered 
to serve as church librarian, 
since he was’ employed 
professionally at a_ state 
university as a librarian. 


This writer immediately set 
about the task of organizing the 
library. I designated several 
persons from the church 
membership who had 
volunteered to work in the 
church library in various duties 
aS acquisition, circulation and 
book collection librarians. I 
serve in the capacity of head 
librarian and catalog librarian 
for the church library. Listed 
below are the duties designated 
for each librarian: 


PERSONNEL 


(1) Acquisition Librarian will be 
in charge of ordering equipment, 
supplies and books through the 
COGIC Bookstore for the 
library. Receipts for all 
transactions involving 
purchasing items for the library 
will be kept by the acquisition 
librarian. 


(2) Circulation Librarian will be 
in charge of the checking out and 
receiving of books from the 
library and reference duties in 
the library. 


(3) Book Collection Librarian 
will be responsible for all gifts 
and books that come into the 
library. This librarian will 
process the material on forms 
that will be provided in order to 
show what we have in the

The loan period for books from 
the general works 
Classification, Black Studies, 
Juvenile Literature and Fiction 
is three (3) weeks with the due 
date on the last day of the three 
week period. It is the borrower’s 
responsibility to return books by 
the date stamped on the slip in 
the book. 


Note: Reference Books and 
Periodicals do not circulate, they 
have to be read within the 
confines of the _ library. 
Exceptions will be made to the 
Department Heads or others 
who might want to borrow a 
Reference Book for one (1) week 
for a class such as the School 
of the Prophets or the Daughters 
of Deborah. 


Fines and fees: 


Fines will be accessed at $.02 a 
day for each day a book is not 
returned to the library. The 
replacement fee for a lost book 
is the cost of replacing the book 
plus a two dollar ($2.00) 
processing fee. When a lost book 
is returned, the library will 
reimburse the borrower for the 
fee minus the processing and 
everyday fine fee. 


Church library membership 
cards are used to keep track of 


the church member who check 
out a book from the library.

Monthly statistics are kept on all 
books and material processed, 
books circulated and cataloged 
within the library. Also, 
expenditures of funds are kept 
and a weekly statistical sheet 
kept of funds received each 
Sunday during offering time of 
monies given to the library by 
the church membership. In 1986, 
a vendor, the Catalog Card 
Corporation of America of 
Burnsville, Minnesota was 
selected to catalog all books in 
the church library. All books in 
the library that the vendor can’t 
supply the catalog cards for have 
original cataloging performed by 
the catalog librarian. Annual 
reports from January, 1985, to 
the present on the library 
operation for the previous year 
Giving, statistics “of yall 
transactions within the library 
are submitted to the Director of 
Christian Education. 


FUTURE 


A Manual System or an 
Automated System-An 
important question a church 
library manager should ask 
when deciding whether or not to 
automate the church library is: 
Will an automated system help 
the small church library meet its 
priorities better than a manual 
system? Can the manual system 
of keeping up with the 
transactions of the material and 
other procedures within the 
library be better served with an 
automated system? These 
questions should be pondered 
with the church administrators 
to see if funding is available for 
an automated system in addition 
to other questions that might 
arise. Presently the church 
library has 1,000-1,500 volumes 
(titles) and subscribes to four (4) 


periodicals, 1. e...,The Whole 
Truth, Charisma, Ebony and 
Totally Gospel magazines. The 
library averages 3-4 titles per 
month on new books. The 
church in its administrative 
offices owns two IBM 
compatible computers, the IBM 
Personal Computer, Amdex 
Color “722. sand: the Corona. 
These computers list the church 
membership and the 
transactions of the church 
business. Two library software 
packages, the ‘Right On 
Program” using the librarian 
friendly computer software and/ 
or The Follett Software 
Company’s ‘Quick Card” and 
other software features will 
operate on the church’s IBM 
computers. As the church 
library prepares for expansion 
decisions will be needed on 
reverting to an automated 
system using one of the above 
software packages or one of 
similar value or staying with the 
present manual system.

I never will forget the first time 
I saw Bishop Washington. He 
was speaking at Greater Mt. 
Calvary Church of God in Christ 
in Portland, Oregon, where 
Bishop H. B. Daniels is the 
pastor. He so gracefully entered 
the pulpit and took his seat, I 
said, ““‘Wow, he’s sharp.’’ When 
he got up to speak I was 
spellbound at how his words 
were so powerful.

He continued to stress the 
importance of following 
leadership. I went home saying 
to myself, I want to be like him. 
I even looked in the mirror and 
tried to find some feature that 
he had. The next night I couldn’t 
wait to get to church. He was 
sitting in Bishop Daniel’s office. 
Since I was in charge of the 
pulpit I went in and asked him 
did he want juice or water. 
Before he could answer I was 
sitting right in front of him. I 
introduced myself and informed 
him my calling is to the 
Evangelist field. He looked at me 
and said, “Son you must never 
let the flame of Evangelism burn 
out. Where Evangelism stops, 
the church stops.” Then I got up 
to leave and I told him that last 
night and tonight I didn’t have 
an offering, but I had a pair of 
Buffalo Nickel Cuff Links. I took 


them off and said these are 
special to me, but they are yours 
as my offering. He said thank 
you son, God will bless you. 
From that day on I have never 
failed to hear him say, “The 
flame of Evangelism must never 
die.” As I sat in Memphis last 
year and listened to him bring 
the bread of life, tears came 
down my face. As I turned to 
Elder Jerry Johnson my 
roommate, I said, “this could be 
the last time I’ll get to hear 
Bishop F. D. Washington.” After 
the sermon I couldn’t get to him, 
but on Sunday, the Official Day, 
I sat on the 3rd row from the 
front.

On 
Sunday, September 20, 1987, at 
7:30 p.m., the State service was 
rendered by the Jurisdiction of 
Eastern Missouri, this service 
was held at San Francisco 
Temple Complex, officiated by 
Elder Dwight McDaniels, the 
pastor of San Francisco Temple 
Complex Church of God in 
Christ. 


Elder Laird was saved and filled 
with the Holy Ghost as a young 
man and God chose him to do 
a great work for Him, from his 
youth until he departed this life.

Later 
the Lord blessed this man and 
members to purchase a church 
and property with other 
buildings on it and a parking 
facility. In 1969, this church and 
property was dedicated to the 
Lord. The Lord blessed through 
his ministry and the church 
grew from six members to a 
membership of approximately 
250 people. People would come 
from all over the city of St. Louis 
and elsewhere to be saved, filled, 
healed and delivered, they came 
expecting a miracle and the Lord 
performed miracles through this 
man of God. This was not just 
in St. Louis, but everywhere 
Elder Laird went the Lord 
worked miracles through him. 


Elder Laird did not only pastor 
Evangelist Center, but he loved 
people and seeing people come to 
God was his life. Therefore, he 
continued travelling across the 
United States and made several 
trips to Hawaii, during 
evangelistic work. It seemed like 
he never got tired. This man was 
a God sent evangelist. He had a 
hunger for souls, so he held fast 
to his faith. Elder Laird 
evangelized for over 40 years and 
never missed an appointment 
until this last year his health 
would not allow him to travel as 
he had in the past. He fought a 
good fight and thousands were 
blessed through his ministry. 


Elder Laird also helped other 
pastors to start their churches. 
He realized what a task it was 
to start a work but, he knew 
having faith in God the job could 
be done. He gave the pastors his 
support and also gave them what 
it took to open the door for God’s 
services. 


During the year of 1973-1974, 
Charles Harrison Mason System 
of Bible College was set up in 
the St. Louis area and Elder 
Laird was appointed the 
president of this college for the 
area. Elder Laird served as a 
State and National Evangelist, 
he served as a State Evangelist 
President, as a Regional 
Evangelist President, a District 
Superintendent. He was the Ist 
Vice President to _ the 
International Evangelist 
Department of the Church of 
God in Christ, he served with 
Bishop Willis and his staff. Elder 
Laird was chosen by Bishop C. 
H. Mason to conduct theall night 
Tarrying Services during the 
Holy Convocation in Memphis, 
Tennessee, for over fifteen years 
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Elder Laird served in this 
capacity. The saints from across 
the country looked forward to 
attending the Holy Convocation 
in order to be in the all night 
services that was conducted by 
Elder Laird. 


Elder Laird served his local 
church, his State and the 
National Church, he put his 
whole heart into the Lord’s 
work. He was a servant to 
mankind, he had no respecter 
person. He wasn’t too tired, too 
busy, or too important to answer 
any call. It was never too late 
or too early. Elder Laird was 
ready and willing to serve 
people, he was a people man. He 
enjoyed seeing people happy. 
Our pastor is greatly missed by 
his family, members of 
Evangelist Center, the State and 
National Church misses him. 
Even though his presence is 
missed he will never be 
forgotten.

A TRIBUTE TO MOTHER 


On Wednesday, February 3rd at 
11:00 a. m. Mother Lillian Brown 
departed this life and was called 
from labour to reward. Mother 
Brown was born in Humboldt, 
Tennessee on October 5, 1905, 
the second child of Arthur and 
Vennie Ballard.
